Founding of Bank. 

On Dec. ®31, 1943, the official 
gazette published the notification 
of the founding of a new bank 
whose principal shareholders were 
Benjamin Vargas, younger brother 
of the President, and Joaquin Ro- 
las, Brazil’s major roulette con- 
cessionnaire. The bank was to 
finance the imposing casino of 
Quitandinha, near Petropolis, sum- 
mer residence of Rio de Janeiro’s 
well-to-do. Considering that rou- 
lette concessions are granted by 
the Government, the bank was sit- 
ting pretty. 

Vargas was forced by popular 
stories to confess, on May 1, 1944, 
in a speech to laborers in Sao 
Paulo, that social security funds 
had financed casinos and made 
loans for speculation in Rio real 
real estate. He promised that 
this would stop and the funds re- 
vert to their proper functions. 

Some time ago a system was 
adopted whereby worthy farmers 
could receive gifts of Government 
land.

Land for Polish Peasants 


When the Polish Committee of National Libera- 
tion was established at Chelm under the auspices 
and at the instigation of the Soviet Government, 
its first step was to proclaim a radical land re- 
form, under which the peasants would share in 
the distribution of the great e@tates of the nobles, 
This shrewd move toward appeasing the land- 
hunger of the agricultural proletariat forced the 
Polish Government-in-Exile in London to broad- 
cast a few days later that it, too, had determined 
on such a scheme. 

It is a very real issue for, as the London Econ- 
omist has recently pointed out, “The antagonism 
between the semifeudal landlords and the mass 


of landless peasants and small holders is the cen- 3 


tral issue in Poland’s social and political life,” 
and has been for several centuries. Just 24 years 
ago the Russians muffed the ball on this issue, 
and this time they have avoided making precise- 
ly the same mistake. 

Though Lenin’s Red Army was of no such trus- 
ty steel as Stalin has fashioned in combat’s fiery 
furnace, in the summer of 1920 it was advancing 
on Warsaw, and had established a provisional 
Polish Soviet Government at Bialystok, under 
Dzerzhynski and Radek. The new Polish Repub- 
lic countered by forming a Government of Na- 
tional Unity under Witos, the Peasant Party lead- 
er, and Daszynski, a prominent Socialist. The 
rival regimes promptly bid for peasant support. 

The Soviet organization issued a manifesto con- 
demning and expropriating the property of the 
Polish landlords, but appealed to the peasants to 
keep hands off, and not to parcel the property 
and land among themselves. They proclaimed 
the intention to socialize this land and have the 
new Soviet State manage it. But Prime Minister 
Witos at Warsaw promised the peasants that, 
when the Red Army was defeated, the large hold- 
ings would be seized and distributed among land- 
less and small holders. 

While France’s Marshal Weygand is given cred- 
it for having defeated the over-extended Soviet 
invaders, the Bialystok Government’s blunder in 
seeking to socialize the land brought him the sup- 
port essential to this victory. The fact was that 
the vocabulary of collectivism was incomprehen- 
sible to the Polish peasantry, Warsaw’s individ- 
ualist appeal made sense to them, and the over- 
whelming majority of the peasants rallied to 
the banners of the Warsaw Government. 

This promise of division was most indifferent- 
ly kept, for the nobles and landowners delayed 
it, then backed Pilsudski’s dictatorship in 1926, 
and the poorer peasants got very little land. The 
policy makers of the new Committee of National 
Liberation undoubtedly have framed their pres- 
ent land reform in the light of the frustrated 
promises of the old Warsaw regime. Under the 
scheme of the committee backed by Stalin, large 
estates of over 125 acres (in some provinces over 
250) are to be distributed to the holders of less 
than 10 acres. This recognition of the hunger 
for land is quite realistic. Incidentally, it is a 
mark not of “red” but of “green” revolution. 
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Thumbs Down. 


At a meeting in Chicago yesterday, the interna- 
tional executive board of the Hodcarriers’ Union 
turned thumbs down on Hill, Hulahan and 
Jenkins, former officers of St. Louis Local 42, 
The three, trying to muscle back into their old 
jobs, had applied for a rehearing of the board's 
previous decision ousting them from office.

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Subsidy or Slum? 


Private builders and landlords, as was pointed 
out in a Post-Dispatch article last Sunday, simply 
cannot provide decent housing “for millions of 
people whose annual incomes are less than 
$1200." In the cities, the rent that the lowest- 
income masses can pay is hovel rent, stum rent, 
shack rent. Such people can have quarters fit 
for human occupancy only with a rental subsidy 
that the public can give. 

Can the public “afford” to give it? If there is 
any doubt, the example in the article of what 
happened when a public housing development 
took over part of a slum district should resolve 
it: juvenile delinquency reduced six-sevenths; 
criminal offenses, two-thirds; fires reduced to 
nothing; deaths from pneumonia down asix- 
sevenths and from tuberculosis more than one- 
half; infant mortality, four-fifths. Such asta- 
tistics speak of practical dollars-and-cents sav- 
ings to all who pay taxes and contribute to 
charity. It takes no vivid imagination -to con- 
ceive what the saving may be in human beings 
saved for useful citizenship. 

Such considerations cannot stand still out of 
any worship of private enterprise in the abstract. 
But private enterprise is by no means out of the 
picture. Let private enterprise create clean, dur- 
able, modern houses within the reach of that 
other great army whose incomes run up to $5000 
or $6000. And if it wants to occupy most of the

field in housing, let private enterprise, as private 
enterprise can if it will, set itself to lifting people 
out of that shockingly large class for whom it 
is now subsidy or slum. 
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Foreign Policy by Airline 

One of the most cogent among the objections 
raised against the chosen-instrument airlines 
policy by the State and Justice Departments is 
the contention by the former that the proposed 
official air line would in fact dominate foreign 
relations in its own sphere. 

The bill to which the departments spoke was 
that of Senator Patrick McCarran of Nevada, 
who proposes the establishment of an All-Ameri- 
can Flag Line, Inc., which would be the only 
line in the United States permitted to handle 
international business. Under the McCarran 
measure, the official and monopolistic corpora- 
tion could negotiate with foreign governments. 

Here would be authority of the most powerful 
sort without any accompanying responsibility to 
the people of the nation—with, in fact, a first 
responsibility to a privately-owned corporation 
and a first interest in one isolated segment of our 
foreign relations. Those who directed the cor- 
poration might, if they chose, dictate domestic 
policies of other nations, might demand penny- 
pinching policies that would oppress other 
peoples, might, at last, risk plunging the United 
States into war. 

The chosen instrument which Senator McCar- 
ran has envisioned would be a wild deuce in the 
game of international policy. We cannot have 
foreign policy shaped to the needs of the avia- 
tion industry only—or any other industry only. 
It must represent all our industries and all our 
people. 


Impartiality, All-Out 

The decision by the Army to let a Republican, 
a Socialist, a Socialist-Laborite and a Prohibition- 
ist speak for an equal length of time whenever a 
Democrat speaks on the Government’s short- 
wave broadcasts to the troops overseas is cer- 
tainly impartial. Whatever else cannot be said 
for it, this much can be said for it. It should do 
much to bring an end to the complaints that 
arise every time President Roosevelt speaks 
across the several seas to our armed forces on 
foreign soil. 

It should please all the political parties, and, 
in fact, just about everyone concerned, except our 
fighting forces. Drawing on a wide and some- 
what variegated acquaintanceship, we cannot 
think, offhand, of a single person so devoted to 
impartiality that, whenever he heard one side of 
a political question, he would like to follow up at 
once with all four other sites of it. 

The hope is hereby expressed, therefore, that 
the political parties will exercise discretion in 
claiming short-wave time, and will be moved to 
speak to the troops only when they have some- 
thing to say, and not every time some other 
political party has created an opportunity. 

Unless discretion rules, the alternatives will be 
about as follows: Either a great deal of valuable 
short-wave time will be widely wasted, to the 
discomfiture of soldiers, sailors and marines who 
look to it for entertainment; or we shall wind 
up with one of the most impartial-minded and 
frightfully bored fighting forces in the entire 
field of operations.

Sidney Hillman was not entirely on the receiv-

When Representative Church of Illinois charged 
that the PAC was Communist-controlled from the 
top down, Hillman wanted to know if a Du Pont 
contribution of $186,000 to the G. O. P. and a 
Pew gift of $108,000 came from the bottom up.

Remarks by Rep. John J. Cochran in the House of Representatives 


It is obvious from the press reports of 
the conference of Republican Governors 
held in St. Louis recently that states’ rights 
will be advanced by candidates Dewey and 
Bricker in the coming campaign. Few sub- 
jects have been more thoroughly debated, 


That the Federal Government has as- 
sumed certain controls in connection with 
the allocation of Federal funds for various 
state programs, no one can deny. If by any 
chance Mr. Dewey is elected President, is 
he willing to say now that he will urge Con- 
gress to amend existing law to permit Fed- 
eral contributions to continue and at the 
same time eliminate Federal supervision 
and control of the expenditure? 


President's Obligation vs. Governor's 


As a Governor he might favor this, aa it 
would enable the states, including his own, 
to accept Federal grants and spend the 
money in any way they please. But as a 
President, who is directly responsible to the 
people of all the states, his obligation would 
be to see that grants are applied to the pur- 
poses for which they have been provided. 


New York, Mr. Dewey’s State, has grate- 
fully accepted well over a billion dollars 
from the Federal Government. Is Mr, 
Dewey willing to say now that he will urge 
Congress to discontinue making future con- 
tributions to the states? 


I have just received from the Bureau of 
the Budget a statement of grants to states, 
The 1945 contributions to date, while below 
those of 1944, are still around a billion dol- 
lars, This figure, however, is infinitesimal 
in comparison with the amount that will be 
authorized by the Congress to stimulate 
employment after the war, 

The conference of Governors objects to 
Federal supervision and interference, but 
at the same time criticises, not Congress as 
a whole, because that would include Repub- 
licans, but the Democratic administration 
for not having adopted a plan for the post- 
war era, “National disaster will result if 
employment is not provided for returning 
veterans and defense-plant workers,” say 
the Republican Governors headed by Gov. 
Dewey and his running mate, Gov. Bricker. 


What Caused the Conflicts 


The Governors advocated public-works 
projects, ald to the States by the Federal 
Government for road construction, and so 
forth. Gov. Dewey said the joint statement 
will end the quarreling and bickering in 
Washington with the election of a Repub- 
lican administration; that it will end con- 
flicts between Federal and local author- 
ities, which have been shockingly wasteful 
and injurious to effective government, 

Would it not be well for Gov. Dewey to 
be more specific and cite just what caused 
the eonficts? 


Another suggestion was for Congress to 
adopt a postwar program. Of course, Con- 
gress should have a postwar program set 
up ready to put into operation immediately 
to prevent widespread unemployment and 
another depression when the war termi- 
nates, 


How to End Interference 


I predict these Republican Governors 
will demand the Federal Government pro- 
vide the major share of the cost. When 
they make that demand, let them remem- 
ber the critical statements they made in 
St. Louis relative to Federal interference 
with the rights of the states. Surely they 
must admit the Federal Government has 
some rights, 


Will the Governors demand their repre- 
sentatives in Congress carry out their sug- 
gestions that the money is to be handed to 
the states, to be disposed of as the states 
desire without any check by the Govern- 
ment to see that it is used for the purpose 
for which it was allocated? 

Of course, the Congress will insist upon 
some check—which in the language of the 
Governors, is Federal interference with 
states’ rights. 

Mr. Speaker, Federal interferetice with 
states’ rights was born when Congress 
passed laws granting Federal aid to the 
states. The more aid, the more interfer- 
ence, Eliminate the aid—destroy the inter- 
ference. 


Invitation to Renounce 


The following list .of expenditures for 
grants to the States was furnished me by 
the Bureau of the Budget: 

(At this point, Mr. Cochran introduced a 
long list of Federal contributions to the 
states, amounting in the aggregate to an 
estimate of $982,328,860 for the fiscal year 
1945, ending next June 30. The largest 
items, in order, were for old-age assistance, 
defense public works, defense-worker train- 
ing, nurse training, school milk and lunch 
program and Federal aid to highways.) 


It might be well for the Governors, in- 
cluding Gov. Dewey and Gov. Bricker, to 
inform the Congress, either individually or 
collectively, just which of these grants they 
are in favor of repealing and at the same 
time advise their Representatives and Sena- 
tors whether or not, if the laws are re- 
peated, the states will assume full financial 
responsibility and continue the programs 
now in effect.

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Mac AriKey’ s Part in the War 
In an Enthusiastic Appraisal 


**‘MacArthur and the War Against Japan.” by Frasier 

Hunt. (Scribners, New York.) 

As Gen. Douglas MacArthur prepares to 
make good his promise to liberate the Phil- 
ippine Islands, the appearance of this color- 
ful account, detailing his role in the mill- 
tary operations from the attack on Clark 
Field, Dec, 8, 1941, to the Allied occupation 
of Hollandia, New Guinea, on April 22 of 
this year, gives opportunity to take the 
measure of the man who is the symbo! of 
American prestige in the western Pacific. 

Gen. MacArthur recognized the strategic 
importance of the Philippines, both mili- 
tarily and in the area of our wider relations 
with Asia, at a time when Americans gen- 
erally were complacently blind to the men- 
ace of Japan's design for conquest, and 
when isolationists were preparing to wash 
their hands of responsibility in view of the 
prospect of Philippine independence. 


In 1937, after 38 years in the Army, Mac- 
Arthur chose the alternative of retirement 
rather than active duty elsewhere in order 
that he might remain in the islands as mili- 
tary adviser to his friend, Manuel Quezon, 
and thus continue organization of an effec- 
tive army of a half-million Filipinos to meet 
the expected Japanese onslaught. 

That the defense of the Philippines faliled 
was certainly not due to a lack of heroism 
on the part of the defenders or a lack 
of willingness on the part of Gen. Mae- 
Arthur to share their fate. It was rather 
due to the familiar tragedy of “too little 
and too late,” which abandoned that de 
fense as hopeless in view of the calamity of 
Pearl Harbor and the precedence assigned 
the European situation.

MacArthur himself unwillingly left the 
island fortress of Corregidor only because 
he had been led to believe that effective 
aid was on the way. Thwarted in his hope 
of relieving his garrison, he helped to rally 
a dispirited Australia, deprived of its best 
soldiery by the European war and already 
resigned to giving up all but the south- 
eastern tenth of its area. The_establish- 
ment of a forward line of defense on New 
Guinea is here credited to him, and the 
progressive unfolding of his strategic plan 
for conquest of the entire Pacific area is 
explained in detail with the help of a se- 
ries of excellent maps. 

Frazier Hunt reported from the spot 
many of the events of which he tells. He 
speaks from personal acquaintance not only 
with MacArthur and Quezon, but also with 
Admiral Togo. His enthusiastic style makes 
even desperate withdrawals seem almost 
to have been great offensive victories, 

The publishers do not claim this to be 
the ultimately definitive account of Mac- 
Arthur’s war against Japan. Completeness 
will be possible only when the enemy has 
finally been disposed of. When, tn time to 
come, the authoritative history of the war 
is written, replete with footnotes, Frazier 
Hunt’s contribution may well be listed 


among its sources.

HETHER or not your legs and arms are sun-tanned they 
can be an asset to your beauty.

Smooth skin, of uniform color, on legs and arms, slightly 
lubricated makes them beautiful.

Diphtheria 
Is Virtually 
Eliminated 
By

HE American Medical Assocli- 
7 ation has for many years re- 

ported the deaths from diph- 
theria over the United States. The 
1943 report has not yet been 
printed. But in 1942 there was no 
report because there were no 


deaths from diphtheria in the 
United States. 


This is probably the most im- 
portant medical event of the dec- 
ade. It throws the sulfa drugs 
and penicillin into the shade. It 
is a truly epoch-making advance. 
If you had told a practitioner of 
medicine in 1890 that such a result 
was going to be aecomplished he 
would not have believed one word 
of it, even a then up-to-date 
practitioner who was in the van- 
guard of progress on the then new 
germ theory and all it would ac- 
complish for the human race. 

I select the year 1890 because 
that was just before diphtheria 
antitoxin for treatment was intro- 
duced. At that time the average 
death rate from diphtheria was 
50 per 100,000 in the United 
States. The curative value of 
diphtheria antitoxin cut the death 
rate until by 1920 it was 13 per 
100,000

THAT WAS THE FIRST great 
step in diphtheria control. It was 
due to effective means of treat- 
ment after diphtheria had invaded, 
invaded, 


The second great step was in 
prevention of diphtheria, so that 
nobody would catch it and that 
was by the use of diphtheria tox- 
oid, This can be seid to have been 
begun about 1920. It was then 
that health departments began a 
systematic campaign of preven- 
tion in children of the pre-school 
age. 

See what this second step—the 
preventive step—has accomplish- 
ed. In 1920 the mortality was 13. 
By 1930 it was 5. By 1940 it was 
less than one per 100,000 of the 
population. And in 1942 it was 
zero. No wonder the practitioner 
of 1890 would regard such a mir- 
acle as impossible. 


The result hag been accom- 
plished not by any sudden discov- 
ery in science, but by the patient 
education of the public, so that 
they would accept the enforce- 
ment of this health measure on all 
children not only graciously but 
gratefully. 


Enforcement is the rule now 
and one might say that an article 
such as this addressed as an ap- 
peal to parents to be sure. their 
children are protected before they 
first enter school is unnecessary 
because health officers will take 
the job off their hands and do it 
anyway. But in answer to that it 
must be recognized that eternal 
vigilance is the price of safety. 
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WHEN THE DANGER has been 
reduced to almost nothing, indif- 
ference begins and even active op- 
position. But the germs of diph- 
theria do not relax vigilance. Hid- 
ing in some carrier’s throat or 
nasal] secretions, they lie ready to 
break out at the slightest sugges- 
tion of letting down the bars. In 
some states the carrier rate is 5 
per cent of the population, 

Besides for the education of ‘the 
parents it is necessary because 
the danger of diphtheria is great- 
est in the pre-school ages—60 per 
cent of cases occur in those under 
5 years of age. No age, however, 
is completely immune. The recom- 
mendation of most authorities, 
based on wide experiences is that 
the best time for diphtheria tox- 
oid prevention is between six 
months and one year of age. The 
babies stand it even better then 
than later. Although, indeed, there 
is little to stand because reactions 
to the toxoid are infrequent, lo- 
cal and mild, although some fever 
and malaise may occur on the 
day following the innoculations, 
especially in older children, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


M. A.: If a person has a hemor- 
rhage from the stom: th would the 
blood show up red or black? 

Answer: Depends on how long 
the blood remains in the stomach 
before being vomited. If vomited 
right away it is red. If it is sub- 
jected to stomach juices for any 
length of time it turns black. If it 
goes through the intestine it comes 
out a black tarry stool. 

M. K.: Is there anything I can 
do to prevent nausea and vomit- 
ing when riding in an automobile? 

Answer: The mechanism is evi- 
dently the same as seasickness. It 
seems to me hardly worth while to 
take seasick remedies for this. The 
ears and nose should be examined. 
Gasoline rationing is helping you 
quite a bit,

Farmers, Tradesmen, Artists seneng Fighters Stationed in Old Chateau

SOMEWHERE IN 
BRITTANY Aug. #20 (Delayed), 


ODAY I was the honored guest 

of a little band of Frenchmen 

whose daily existence would 
put to shame the inventions of the 
most accomplished writerg of fic- 
‘tion. 

Hidden in a bare, bleak chateau 
that was once a German head- 
quarters in a woods somewhere 
here in Brittany, this little band of 
Frenchmen was once individually 
active in the French underground. 
Now they are training as an or- 
ganized band for service with the 
French Forces of the Interior. 
Dressed in ill-fitting and oddly as- 
sorted “uniforms,” these sons of 
France have gathered together a 
little arsenal of some twenty-five 
rifles taken from Germans they 
have killed. They cohe a German 
machine gun and a Czecho-Slo- 
vakian submachine gun. Between 
periods of training, they go out 
to hunt Boche, to wipe out little 
pockets of German resistance here 
and there on the peninsula. Their 
ammunition is captured German 
ammunition. Their transportation 
is a little fleet of camouflaged 
cars in all stages of disrepair. 
Their cars, too, were taken from 
Germans. 

The commandant of this little 
group is Monsieur Adam, tall, 
spare, white haired old soldier of 
the last war, whose full name can- 
not be mentioned because of re- 
prisals against his family who are 
still in German occupied territory, 
When I visited the little group, 
Monsieur, the commandant, was 
wearing his Sunday best uniform, 
It was a washedout, threadbare 
gray whipcord, brightened by his 
many campaign ribbons and deco- 
rations. In addition to the Legion 
of Honor, he wore the Croix de 
Guerre for both wars of 1914 and 
1939, Croix de Verdun, Croix de 
Engager, commemorative medal of 
the last war and the medal of the 
artillery branch of Colonial serv-

During the day he supervises the 
training of this little band, but 
his nights are taken up with 
secret missions, scouting expedi- 
tions into forests around here to 
verify reports of German pockets 
of resistance left behind in the 
push to Paria. 

When the invasion came, mem- 
bers of the underground of this 
district attacked the Boche with 
civil revolvers and knives. In one 
section alone 60 men took 450 Ger- 
man prisoners and all their arms 
during intense fighting. These 
fanatical free Frenchmen fought 
Germans behind American tanks 
and when the tanks would bypass 
a woods or a town F. F. I. would go 
in and mop up pockets of resist- 
ance. “Our plea now is for uni- 
forms and arms,” young Andre 
told me. “If we could do so much 
with so little, what could we do 
if we were properly armed and 
organized.” 

When the Americans Gare this 
little band of Frenchmen were 
only too happy to fight, but be- 
fore the invasion their work was 
just as effective. For instance, 
there is Docteur Jean. The little 
doc is not sure how many Ger- 
mans he has killed. “When the 
Germans came to me, Mademoi- 
selle, a little ill, I gave them 
poison to make them very sick,” 
he laughed. Right now the good 
doctor has a gash on his forehead. 
Yesterday an American soldier 
fell into a canal near here. Doctor 
Veronier worked for four hours 
over him, but failed to revive 
him. At end of those four hours 
the, doctor, exhausted, fell for- 
ward on his face and cut hig fore- 
head. 

In the wniform of the old 
French Army was Adjutant Rene 
who was a prisoner of the Ger- 
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mans for three years and whose 
brother died in German captivity. 
A handsome man of thirty-five, 
Rene looks like Charles Boyer 
but fights like a fanatic. While 
Americans were still several kilo- 
meters away, Rene, with few men 
under his command, attacked a 
German gun emplacement threat- 
ening the advance, And he is now 
credited with being the first 
Frenchman to take a German 
prisoner in Brittany. Pere has a 
wife and two children from whom 
he has not heard in two years.

HEN I visited the Chateau 
hidden inthe woods, which is 
the first barracks to be estab- 
lished by the French Forces of In- 
terior in Brittany, the Mayor of the 
Commune was present. A short, 
fat, wonderfully jolly old man, 
Marie Gaston Sommier chuckled 
often over how he had been able 
to bother the Germans. In addi- 
tion to pretending that he under- 
stood no word of German, and 
thereby exhausting patience of 
Boche officials who came to 
see him, the Mayor kept the un- 
derground informed in minute de- 
tail of all German activity. His 
secretary, Maurice, now a school 
teacher, carried the scheme still 
farther by giving false identity 
cards to members of the resist- 
ance movement and ration cards 
to French prisoners who escaped 
from the Germans, 

“Once,” Monsieur Maurice told 
me, “I was taken to Rennes to be 
shot by the Germans. When I got 
there I gave the Nazi salute and 
convinced them that I was a col- 
laborationist and not a member 
of the resistance.” A strange and 
fantastic band of men bound to- 
gether by their common and 
fanatical love of country these 
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Frenchmen have given up home 
and family livelihood and some- 
times life to fight for France, 
Yesterday as I sat talking with 
these men after a lunch prepared 
from captured German provisions, 
I thought of what a wild and 
uncertain existence these men 
lead, fighting on their own, not 
as members of an organized 
army. A heterogeneous lot, they 
are composed of old soldiers from 
the last war, French farmers, 
tradesmen’s sons. There is even 
an artist among them, The artist 
is young Paul who was a music 
student when he received his 
orders to go to Germany to work 
there in a factory. At night Paul 
escaped into the woods and for 
two years now he has been living 
the life of a hunted man, avoid- 
ing Germans, acting as receiving 
agent for information from mem- 
bers of underground. He has only 
two ambitions: to hunt the Boche 
and to some day be a composer.

AST night we heard that 
there were 150 Boche in 
Rennes woods,” Paul told 
me sadly. “But when we ar- 
rived Americans had already 
killed them.” A dreamer, Paul 
composes music even now. He is 
a slight lad and down to rags in 
clothing. He wore a pair of Ger- 
man boots, an old suit much too 
large for him. His spectacles were 
held on one side with a pipe 
cleaner, Before I left the chateau 
I went with him to a room the 
Germans used for a bar. In one 
corner was an old piano. Paul 
sat down and played for me one 
of his compositions, “Prayer to 
God.” The last line of the prayer 
was this: “Oh, God give to us the 
peace and the rest,of the night.” 
Tt seemed to me ironic that this 
lad should compose such music 
when this very night he would be 
riding with this wild band of 
Frenchmen against Boche still en- 
trenched at some strong point. 

To add to the fantasy that is 
this chateau, surrounded by flow- 
ers and formal gardens and oc- 
cupied by this strange band of 
men in tattered clothing and 
ragged uniforms, there is a Sene- 
galese drill sergeant by the name 
of Emile. Emile has spent ten 
years in the French Army, the 
last three as a prisoner of the 
Germans. Not long ago after 
Emile escaped he made his way 
here to join this band of fighting 
French, When he arrived at the 
chateau he carried in a canvas 
sack a German head and twenty 
pair of German ears. 

“T hate the Boche,” Emile says 
with a wide grin that shows 
snowy white teeth in contrast 
with his shiny ebony black face. 

“He is a good soldier,” Jean, 
father of Andre, told me. “I was 
with the French Army in China, 
I know a good soldier.” Jean has 
followed his son Andre to this 
little band of soldiers to be near 
his son, He does the cooking for 
the soldiers. He is too old to ride 
on these night sorties into the 
woods after Boche but he has 
already done his part.

HYDE PARK, Monday. 

HIS is the second instalment 

T of Ensign Swain’s letter de- 
mandy: 

“The second day was the one 
that proved most tiring. For we 
had not even gotten our load to 
the beach before the first wave of 
casualties started to come rolling 
back. We were equipped as a 
hospital ship, and were quickly 
swamped, I had left the ship ina 
small boat to find the commander 
of our beach assault group, in or- 
der to obtain priority to beach our 
LST. During the course of the 
trip, I ran across a raft on which 
10 men were hanging for dear life. 
The sea was terribly rough, and 
the water stays about 50 degrees 
all the time over here, 


“We managed to save all of them 
by lowering our ramp and drag- 
ging them on the boat. I shall 
never forget the faint smiles of 
relief which lighted up their faces, 
as they had been hanging there 
for some time. The pathetic dis- 
covery that six of the 10 had 
either simple or compound frac- 
tures didn’t make our job any 
easier, For not one let out a moan 
or any display of frayed emotions. 
We had to give rapid first-aid and 
had to knock two of them out with 
morphine, then head back to the 
ship on the double, 

“It was our first actual contact 
with the war, and this one was 
realistic enough; yet each one with 
me faced it with a calmness that 
makes me proud of them. Before 
the day was over, we had 170 
cases on board. The Medical 
Corps did a marvelous job, and 
every man aboard pitched in and 
shouldered his share and then 
some. It wasn’t till-later that we 
learned that the casualties were 
well below the expected rate, for 
we thought we had plenty. We 
soon learned that things were not 
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scribing the landings in Nor- 


too quiet on the shore. 

“There was only one bad feature 
about our picking the wounded 
men up so soon, and that was the 
fact that we still had _ troops 
aboard, It was ai faux pas 
psychologically, for it > sobered 
them up considerably. They had 
been an especially cocky bunch, 
and it may have been beneficial 
in one way. They will probably 
be a lot more cautious for that 
lesson. 


“We finally got the men and 
guns ashore and sent them on 
their way in LCT’s, which is a 
terrific task in itself. It is neces- 
sary to marry the two vessels to- 
gether in order to transfer the 
equipment. Around 2200, we sent 
the last ones ashore and pulled 
away from the beach to get.sail- 
ing orders. Found it necessary to 
lay over till the next morning for 
a convoy. §o0 we lay off and 
watched the fireworks on shore. 


“Again I had the watch when 
we got word that the —— had 
been picked up by the ‘E’ boats, 
and we were ready to take some 
survivors and casualties aboard. 
This knocked any plan I had for 
getting any sleep, so I made prep- 
arations to take care of them.”

That was what South did 
in this deal. 

North, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
North East 


1 heart ht 
3 no trump 6 elu be (fine® bit) 
North shousa have bid three dia- 
monds on the second round. After 
his actual three no trump, South 
was tempted to bid a grand slam 
in clubs, but restrained himself 
to six-odd. 


West opened the heart jack. 
South laid down the trump ace at 
the second trick, and he was glad 
that he had been so conservative, 
since the atrocious break made it 
obvious that even the small slam 
was in jeopardy. However, he 
saw one chance. He overtook the 
diamond queen with the kind and 
returned dummy’s last trump, East 
correctly split his honors, playing 
the jack, and declarer let him 
hold the trick. East promptly fell 
into the trap—he returned a heart. 
Declarer ruffed, led a diamond to 
the jack, discarded the diamond 
ace on a high heart, then ruffed 
a diamond. Now he had to risk 
the spade finesse. West could 
have wrecked the ship by putting 
up the spade king on South’s play 
of the three, but he was not that 
alert. As a consequence the 
spade jack won and declarer could 
shorten his trumps again by ruf- 
fing another diamond. The spade 
ace was the last vital entry; South 
was now reduced to the king-ten 
of trumps and could not top the 
card that East had to play at the 
twelfth trick. 


If East had returned a spade or 
a diamond after winning the club 
jack, declarer would have been 
short of one entry to dummy.
